TREE PLANTING 

At the council meeting. last 
Monday, Councillor Ireland re- 
ported that the committee had 

_ secured tree seeds and in the 
course of his remarks stated 
that the committee would be glad 
if any in town who could do so 
would take’a quantity of these 
seeds and undertake te plant 
them and look after them until 
such time as they are ready to 
transplant. 

We understand it is the inten- 
tion of the committee in charge 
to distribute the seeds for plant- 
ing this spring, then next spring 
to transplant them onto a vacant 
lot in town which will in the 
meantime be prepared for that 
purpose. There they will be 

~teken care of until they are 
ready to be set out along the 
streets and in the parks. 

As the matter of shade trees 
is one of our town’s greatest 
needs at present, this is a matter 
which every property owner who 
possibly can should get interest- 
ed in and assist the committee 
in every possible way. It is to 
their interests to do so as any 
one knows that a property nice- 
ly treed and situated on a well 
treed street is worth considerab- 
ly more than a lot on the bald 
prairie...

"WASTE Is EXTRAVAGANCE 

Waste in any form is extrava- 
gance, but when the material 
represented by waste constitutes 
a severe drain upon the natural 
resources of bur country, it is all 
the more to be depreciated. 

Today the United States is 
suffering from a serious short- 
age of paper-making material, 
including old paper. In an en- 
deavor to overcome this short- 
age, they are - drawing heavily 
upon Canadian supplies, and one 
large Canadian’ manufacturer 
says that this increased demand 
will result in’ an early Shortage 
in Canada. This is especially true 
ot waste paper, such as old news- 
papers, magazines, wrapping 
paper, etc. This stock is used 
in the manufacture of the cheap- 
er grades of paper, 

Statistics furnished by the 
Conservation ‘Commission show 
that 500,000 pounds of paper 
are wasted weekly in Canada 
without any reasonable excuse, 

As an illustration of what may 
be accomplished. when waste 
paper is saved and systematic- 
ally collected, the results secured 
by the Daughters of the Empire 
at Ottawa may be cited. In 
september last this organiza- 
tion undertook to collect waste 
paper, the proceeds from sale to 
be used for patriotic purposes. 
Since this collection was insti- 
tuted, approximately 15 tons 
have been secured monthly, com- 
posed almost entirely of old 
newspapers, which had been pre- 
viously burned or otherwise ces- 
troyed, 

This satisfactory result airing 
that there is room for consider- 
able enlargement of the project.

DRINKING FOUNTAINS 
A recent bulletin issued by 
the Conservation Commission 
has the following to say about 
drinking fountains: 

“A small and yet an import- 
ant matter, which has been over- 
looked in many of our cities and 
towns is the provision of drink- 
ing fountains. Fountains. are 
especially necessary for horses, 
dogs and birds. The general 
ublic can usually find a place 
to quench thirst, but not so the 
dumb animals, The .supplying 
and placing of fountains is not 
an expensive matter, and should’ 
be undertaken by the commun- 


ity. In municipalities which 
place a tax on horses and dogs, 
the supplying of drinking foun- 
tains would in a small. way just- 
ify this tax. 

Dringing-fountains would also 
encourage birds to remain in the 


cities. 
a by municipalities in 
fighting insect destroyers of 
shade trees, when not the slight- 
est effort has been made to pro- 
tect the birds—the’ natural en- 
emy of insects.” .

ly a food for people with small in-

Where it has been the custom to | 


take one quart’a day, and it is not 
desirable to pay the amount, three 
half-pints may be taken from the milk- 
man instead, and made up to.a quart 
with water in the following _ way, 
when it is used for puddings or por 
ridge, or any similar dishes. 

One should explain what milk really 
is. One half-pint contains 14 ounces 
of food, which is partly dissolved, and 
partly suspendéd in water. This food 
consists of sugar, fat, and casein—a 
material resembling the dried white 
of an egg. 

The sugar, of course, is dissolved; 
the fat floats on the milk in the form 
of globules, or crops, so small that 
they can only be seen with a micro- 
scope. The casein is onl, yartly dis- 
solved. There is quite sufficient of this 
material in three half-pints to make 
up the quart for puddings, coffee, or 
tea, but there is not enough sugar 
and fat. 

Adding “ugar and Fat 

For each ten cents of milk used 
for these purposes it is sufficient to 
add one piled teaspoonful of sugar, 
and one quarter cunce of margarine, 
costing fifteen cents a pound, or of 
dripping, if yo. have got it. 

The cheaper margarine <at-is quite 
equal as food to the fat of the milk 
from which butter is made, wh: | the 
sugar bought a the grocer’s is equal 
to the sugar in the milk, and very 
much sweeter. 

The small quantity of milk poured 
into a cup of tea adds little to its 
value as food, but it makes it more 
healthy to. drink. Tea contains a sub- 
stance called tarnin, which is very 
hard to digest, but ghis ‘ad influence 
is reduced by the presence of milk.

President, Mr. J. W. Woods, head of 
the Gordon, Mackay, Company, re 
viewed the general business con- 


ditions prevalling in Canada, and made 
a forecast of the future, An impor- 
tant feature of the address, was his 
reference to the tari.’ When it is 
known that Mr. Woods is head of one 
of the largest wholesale and import- 
ing houses in Canada which has Wes- 
tern branches in Brandon and Regina, 
and that he has always been regarded 
as a free trader in his sympathies, 
special significance is attached to hig 
remarks. 
Favors Existing Policy 


“Wholesalers and importers and 
agents for foreign manufactured pro- 
ducts generally, whatever. their syia- 
pathies may be in the mattér of free 
trade, have come to the conclusion 
that the system under which Canada 
is at present raising its revenue is 
working out satisfactorily for all con- 
cerned, and are unanimous in the be- 
lief that in the years immediately fol- 
lowing the war, Canada’s revenue 
necessities will be such as to vreclude 
any serious reductions being made in 
the tariff. President Woods’ opinion 
in favor of the existing policy, with 
such modification as scientific study 
would make advisable, and his advo- 
cacy of a commission to administer 
the tariff, will commend themselves to 
all fairminded citisens, Dutieg_on im- 
ported goods cannot be wiped out or 
materially reduced without a disrup- 
tion of the existing system of taxation, 
and those who advocate radical 
changes of this nature must remem‘ 
ber that all parts of the country and 
all sections of the people must be 
considered. 

Tariff 
jp a difference of opinion 
among our members as to the extent 
the’Government is justified in shifting 
responsibility by appointment of spec- 
jal commissions. I am sure in. certain 
directions, government by commis- 
sion is the one and only way of getting 
permanence and stability, and a tariff 
commission siniilar to the Dominion 
Railway Commission, should, I believe, 
be appointed at an early date. The 
tariff should be taken out of politics 
—a scientific tariff; worked out by ex- 
perts, should be put in foree as soon. 
after the cessation of hostilities as 
possible. The Government must have 
revenue, The farmer and the labor- 
ing class must be considered, and the 
manufacturer is entitled to protec- 
tion.

Industrial conditions in Canada at 


present are abnormal, They exist only - 


because Great Britain has more than- 
her factories can accomplish, and be- 
cause the great factories of Belgium 
and Northern France are in the hands 
of the enemy. In. return for. her-out- 
put of war supplies Canada gets so 
many million dollars from Great Brit- 
ain and our allies. Europe has to 
get back that gold somehow, and when 
the vast armies engaged in the war 
are disbanded Huropean factories now 


out of commission will absorb a great 


number of men. These former sol- 
diers will be put te work manufactur- 
ing goods for export, and these goods 
under ordinary conditions will be 
shipped to Canada at prices with 
which Canadian manufacturers, pay- 
ing the. Canadian standard of wages, 
cannot hope to compete. 

Surely it needs no genius to’ see 
that without reasonable protection 
against the cheap labor and low stan- 
dards of living of our foreign com- 
petitors, the industries of Canada ¢an- 
not exist, and without industry an 
agricultural nation cannot prosper. If 
Canada continues to import what she 
could make at home, increasing Can- 
adian indebtedness to other countries 
and failing to support her own indus- 
tries, Canada will suffer more than 
any country simply on account of her 
youth as an industrial nation. With 
foreign commerctal competition, de- 
spite any tariff protection, the foreiga 
country can sell to us cheaper than 
we can niake our Canadian wage ecale 
—if we are sufficiently unwise to buy 
ite exported goods. 

The safety and interest of Canada 
requires that Canadians as a péople 
must promote such industries as will 
render us independent of other na- 
tions for our essentia) supplies. When 
the war is over, and the work of re~ 
habilitation begins, if we are to still 
worship this fetish of imported goods 
we shall have opportunity and to spare 
for foreign goods will again pour into 
Canada ready to take away the de 
mand for home labor, ..
